Paul G. Hoffman, economic co- 


operation administrator, told a dozen 
Swedish labor leaders in Washington 
the other day that Russia won't start 
a war so long as "the free peoples 
of the world stand together."

Habits of the melon 
worm are greatly similar, with losses 
usually proving heavier when the 
partly ripened cantaloupe is found 
ruined by the feeding worm. The 
cucumber species often damages 
squashes severely. 


Until the early 1920's neither of

GAY NINETIES 
GARDENS BACK, 
BUT DIFFERENT 


Back in the days when women 


wore bustles, flowers in front yards 
were in fashion. Now that bustles 
are 
coming 
back, door-yard gar- 


dens are returning, but with a dif- 
ference from the fashion followed 
in the nineties. 


Then, flowers were used to work 


out elaborate designs in beds of 
geometric shapes. This was an an- 
cient fashion, dating back to the 
middle ages, known as parterre 
work. The beauty of the parterre 
was in its pattern, with the flowers 
used only to supply the color which 
developed it. Few examples of this 
method are now seen in this coun- 
try. 


Modern door-yard gardens are 


as simple as possible in design, in 
order to center attention upon the 
beauty of the flowers. These are 
grouped in masses of one color, so 
arranged th£t each mass harmo- 
nizes with and sets off the others, 
and all provide a pleasing decora- 
tion" for the house. 


For these beds, annual flowers 


of low, compact growth are most 
suitable subjects. They will flower 
without ceasing from July until 
freezing weather, even in the north- 
ern states, and are easily grown 
from seed, when started early un- 
der protection, or in the garden it- 
self as soon as the weather permits. 


A simple arrangement of border 


plantings for. a small house can be 
used where the walk leads from the 
private driveway to the front door. 
Bright red. or pink salvias, and the 
clear vivid red, pink, blue and buff 
verbenas will provide a brillant dec- 
oration for a white, or grey house. 


Both salvia antl verbenas are 


slow growng, and seed should be 
started early in a hot-bed or green- 
house, so that plants of good size 
can be set out as soon as danger 
of frost is over. If s-ced is sown di- 
rectly in the garden, flowers may 
be delayed 
two or three 
weeks. 


Sweet alyssum. however, will grow 
quckly from seed 
and

purple Violet Queen Alyssum may j 


• be used. If the plants are sheared |

both these invaders. 


What can be done to control the 


cucumber pickleworm and the melon 
(cantaloupe) 
worm? 


It is unnecessary for gardeners to 


take the trouble to distinguish, be- 
tween the two worms. In fact, rav- 
ages are often so similar that the 
differences are negligible. In. some 
cases the pickleworm becomes the 
actual enemy of cantaloupes, al- 
though we have no records of the 
melon worm attacking cucumbers. 


The mature worm 
(caterpillar.) 


measures about one-half inch in 
length, with some attaining three- 
fourths of an inch. They are whitish 
to greenish and their heads are usu- 
ally distinguishable by brown color- 
ing. 


The worm hatches from an egg de- 


posited singly or in groups at night 
by a small moth. The tiny grub first 
feeds on the blossom and tenderest 
leaves, often rendering the blossom 
sterile or destroying it entirely. Later 
broods, there being at least four or 
five a season in this latitude, may 
feed on the blossoms and leaves un- 
til small cucumbers, squashes or 
cantaloupes begin to develop.
